We even have u phrase to ex- 
press shame wheu we describe a man 
o8 a “whipped dog.” Are children 
preoft ageinst -he degradation thai 
comes to the adult who is so puni#i- 
cd? It does not appear so. 

Whippiag is destructive of self-re- 
spect, both to man and child. It pro- 
vokes bitterness, uatred and even re- 
venge—in child as in adult. It tends 
to produce a warping of character. 
The parental control that is wise and 
good will cultivate self-respect as well 
as respect for elders. Where there is 
that kind of parental! influence the bar- 
barism of the whip is not needed to 
bring up the child in the way it 
should so.—-Loadon Free Press.

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Rules for Measuring Hay 


Many in this country buy hay in 
the stack by measurment and as the 
Cat is frequently asked how these 
measurements are made we append 
rules as given by G. E. Martin of 


the Colorado Agricultural College: 

There are two main considerat- 
ions in all rules for measuring hay: 
first, the method of measuring to 
arrive at the actual number of cubic 
feet of hay in the stack, and second, 
the number of cubic feet required to 
furnish a ton of hay. 

With regard to the latter, prac- 
tice is fairly uniform, 512 cubic 
feet (8x8x8) being generally accept- 
ed as a ton of alfalfa hay in stacks 
and settled about 60 days. Native 
hay packs more closely, and 422 
cubic feet (74x74x74) isa fair am- 
mount to allow for a ton. Hay 
bought in the spring of the year har 
settled considerably, so that a less 
number of cubic feet are given for 
aton—about 450 cubic feet for alf- 
alfa hay. 

The methods of measuring to ar- 
rive at the cubic contents of the 
stack, of course, take the three 
dimensions, length, width and 
highth, into consideration; but as 
it is difficult in actual practice to 
get the height, the over measurement 
is taken instead. The over meas 
urement is the distance from the 
ground on one side of the stack, 
over fhe top to the ground on the 
other side, 

In taking these measurements it 
is very necessary to get average 
measurements, and sometimes when 
the stacks are very irregular in 
shape all four sides must be meas- 
ured in order to atrive at the aver- 
age width and average length. 

Rule 1.—(Rule for measuring 
small, broad stacks of hay)—One- 
fourth of over multiplied by the 
width, then multiplied by the 
length and divided by 512 (or other 
divisor agreed upon ) 

Note: In actual practice I have 
found this rule very satisfactory for 
both buyer and seller when the hay 
in stacked in stall, eqnat stacks, 
such as are put up by the over shot 
stacker, and containing from 5 to 
20 tons each. Rule 1 is better for 
the buyer than either Rule 2 or 3 
when the stack is from one-third 
to one half of the over-measure 
ment. 

Rule 2.—(A Colorado rule for 
measuring hay) Subtract the width 
from the over. Multiply one-half 
the result by the width. Multiply 
the product by the length. Divide 
this product by 512 or other num- 
ber of cubic feet agreed upon, 

Note: Rules 1 and 2 give the 
sume result when the width of the 
stack equals one-half of the over, 
Rule 2 is the best for the buyer. 

Rule 3.— (Frequently called gov- 
ernment rule for measuring hay)—

Add the width and over-meastire- 
ment, divide this by four. Multi- 
ply the quotent by itself, Multiply 
this product hy the length and di- 
vide the result by 512 or any7other 
number of cubic feet agreed upon. 

In other words the rule may be 
stated as follows: Width plus over 
divided by 4 and squared; then 
multiplied by length and divided by 
512. 

Note: This rule is satisfactory 
for large tall stacks (25 to 46 tons) 

| because such stacks usually are 
higher for their width than smaller 
stacks, thus giving 
measurement. 

Rules 2 and 8 give the same ree- 
ult when the width equals one-third 
of the over, so that when the width 
exceeds one-third of the over, Rule 
2 is better for the buyer. 

With ordinary small Colorado 
stacks, Rule 3 favors the seller,

B. Where stacks have a width 
more than one-half the over. mease- 
ment, use Rule 2. 

C. Where stacks have a width 
less than one-third the over-meas- 
urement use Rule 3.

REFUGE FOR WILD GEESE 


Only Kidness Needed to Attract These 
Birds to Suitable Situations 
That wild geese are shrewd enough 


gto know friend from foe, and that, if 


ou “throw a handful of feed at them 
nstead of a thimbleful of shot,” they 
will lose their fear of man and make 
their home within 2 stone's throw of 
human habitations, has been clearly 
demonstrated by the experiments of 
Mr. John T. Miner, of Kingsville, Bs- 
sex county, Ontario. 

The history of the growth of this 
flock furnishes an interesting example 
of what can be done to tame wild 
birds. In 190% Mr. Miner obtained 
seven wild geese, clipped their wings, 
and placed them on his pond as de- 
coys, but wild geese Were so scarce 
that it was four years before any 
others joined them. In the spring of 
1908 eleven came, the following year 
32, and in 1910 as many as 350. Since 
that time they have been too numer- 
ous to give any exact estimate, but 
probably about 1,000 may be found on 
the premises at a time Since 1911 no 
fhooting whatever has been indulged 
in within the reserve. By moving the 
feed by degrees the geese have been 
coaxed to come right up to the 
house. 

Wild ducks also frequent the pond, 
and some of tiese have been identi- 
fled by aluminum bands, bearing Mr. 
Miner's address. By means of these 
he has estabushed thy fact that they 
return to his place every/spring, or, 


\if they fail to return he has been able 


to learn wha! has happened to them. 
One was shct as far away as Paris, 
Kentucky. ‘Thos: that return nest in 
the neighborhood and bring up their 
young before eszain migrating. 


Mr. Miner's experiments are a 
stiking illustration of how easy it 
would be to conserve the migrating 


bird life of this continent if only 
refuges were provided, where the 
birds could emain for a short time 
unmolested, during their seasonal 
flights to their breeding grounds and 
back again.

“The sale in the State of Utah of baking powders containi 
minute quantities of dried egg (albumen) is Nécatee illegal. The 
albumen in these baking powders does not actually increase the 
leavening power of the powder, but by a series of unfair and deceptive 
tests such powders are made to appear to the innocent consumer to 
possess three or four times their actual leavening power,"

) propagand+ became world wide. 

It was in 1871 that Ernest Cassel 
went to London, and by 1879 he was 
wiready greatly interested in several! 
railway entert-ises in America. No 
grass was alicwed to grow under the 
teet of the one-time office boy from 
Cologne. Backwards and forwards he 
went between New York and London, 
| His financial emirence soon became 80 
great that Mexico approached him, and 
soon his railway men were making 
that wild and inaccessible country 
get-at-able from all points. Then his 
genius was used by Porfirio Diaz, the 
Mexican president, in order to raise 
funds. 

But other giganti- schemes were al- 
ready claiming the attention of the cn- 
terprising Jew There was, for in- 
stance, the Nile Bairage! Soon Cairo 
made personal acquaintance with 3ir 
Ernest, who, having looked over the 
ground and spent four nights in Egypt, 
Was soon on 4is Way back to London to 
secure the funds for prosecuting the 
work.

SENT FROM TRANS 


DETAILED EXPERIMENTS ON THE 
LACKAWANNA RAILROAD HAVE 
PROVEN SUCCESSFUL 


Wireless Servies For Operating Traine 
is Now no Longer an Experiment— 
Communicating With Moving Train 
Will Prevent Wrecke. 

Since the fivst wireless telegraph 
message from a moving train to a iix- 
ed station was flashed from the fast 
Lackawanna Limi.ed to Scranton, Pa ’ 
the improvement of the wireless ser 
vice betWeen trains and stations for 
commercial ant operating purposes 
has been steadily going on L B 
Foley, the Lackawaunc’s superintend- 
ert of telegraph, who originated the 
idea of the train wireless system and 
has been in charge of the tests, is 
making sutisfactory experiments in 
fields hardly though: of when the ucw 
Use of wireless was first conceived 

The latest accomplishment is tie 
setting of signals by wireless from a 
moving train or from a fixed wireiess 
station. Foley says that there is no 
longer any doubt that the wireless 
can be depended on for this signal 
service. If a. operator at a staticn, 
he Says, wants to set a signe! for a 
moving train not in communication 
with him he van cause the semaphore 
blade of the signa’ post to rise or falt 
as he wishes by simply sounding the 
proper dots an’ dashes on his key 

Signals can be gent by wireless,” 
said Foley, “as easily and as surely as 
they are now sent by electricity con- 
ducted by wires. We haye a selective 
device by which an operator can get 
@ signal at any point if he has occasion 
to flag a train. 

“This means that if any mistakes 
are made in the orders issued to en- 
gineers and conductors, at stations or 
in the case of an emergency in which 
@ train must be stopped to avert an 
accident the station operator cau sig- 
nal the train as certainly as if he tad 
direct wire sommunication with some 
cne on board. 

“Another valuable use to which the 
wireless controlled signals can be 
put,” said Foley, “is the handling of 
freight trains on Jong runs. At pres- 
ent a through freight must make many 
stops between its starting point and 
destination, so that orders and in- 
Structions concerning tight of way 
can be delivered to the conductors, 
but these frequent stops are a souree 
of expense and delay which will be 
abolished by the wireless telegraph. 

“Keeping trains in motion for long 
lis ces without stops will resvlt in 
great cconomy of operation,” said 
Foley. “Railroad operating officials 
know how expensive it is to start and 
stop heavy freight trains, the addi- 
tional cost of fuel with the attendant 
pulling out of drawheads and the wear 
and tear of the equipment being no 
inconsiderable items in  themselvus. 
With direct communication with a 
train and the ability to set and release 
can 
keep in touch with conductors and 
make the stops needless. The wireless 
permits the dispatcher to board every 
train and deliver his instructions as 
surely as if he handed them to ihe 
conductor in a sealed envelope. 

“That the wireless service for ordin- 
ary operating purposes is no longer 
ar experiment is proved by the fact 
that the Lackewanna has already de- 
pended upon it when wire communiva- 
tion was cut off. Recently, when a se 
vere storm put all telephone and tle- 
graph lines out of commission in the 
mountain divisior of the Lackawanna 
railroad, all train orders were handled 
by wireless between Scranton and 
Binghampton for two hours during 
mate fifty-four orders were transmit- 
ted.” 

“Com:nunteation by wireless te‘e- 
graph to and fom fixed stations with 
moving trains is no longer an uncer- 
tainty,” Foley said. “Railroads can 


;how go ahead and install the service 


without any fear of failure. The ser- 
vice can be put into operation without 
increasing the train crews.” 

Commercial telegrams have already 
been sent from the Lackawanna Lim- 
ited and a set of regular toll rates is 
now being prepared by the railroad 
and telegraph companies. 


FUR FARMING IN CANADA 
Commission on Conservation Issues 
Second Edition of Publication 
As an indication of the progress 
Which the subject of fur farming is 
making jn Canada, and the demand for 
literature and reliable information on 
the subject, the commission of conrer- 
vation has found it necessary to issue 
a further edition of its publication, 

“Fur Farming in Canada.” 

The first euition, although a large 
number was printed. had become com- 
pletely exhausted, and as  consider- 
able further information on the sub- 
ject had become available the com- 
mission considered it advisable that 
this be placed in the hands of those 
to whom it would be of service. The 
present volume, while devoting a large 
part to the subject of fox raising, al- 
so covers the breeding and raising 
for fur purposes of such other animals 
as Karakul sheep (the offspring of 
which are known as the Persian 
lambs), racoou, mink, marten, fisher, 
muskrat, beaver, reindeer, the moose, 
ete Valuable information relative 
to the fur trade, the principal world 
markets and app-o\imate prices of 
fur skins are included in the volume
